Fnless  there  may  be  clear  statutory 
authority  for  lh«?  gift  back  to 
the  company  or  to  the  plain- 
tiff of  these  lot*.  the  plain- 
tiff win  gel  by  way  of  leatitutlon 
the  privilege  of  Arst,  with  the  asaUt- 
ance  of  the  defendanta,  persuading

Hy.  I  may  say  that  t  do  nbt  thtak 
the  tond  granted  to  tho.fallvay  oom- 
pany  for  right-of-way  and*  station 
grounds  are  lands  In  respect  of  which 
restitution  must  he  made.  That  was 
an  Inrlrpendent  tranwcttofi  between 
the  defendunts  and  the  railway  oom- 
pa'ay. 

OoUatcral  Chacs 

In  support  of  the  Judgment  we 
were  referred  to  T^indsay  Petroleum 
Company  ve  Hurd  U.R.  5  PC.  121. 
That  caae  fully  austains  the  finding 
of  the  learned  trial  Judge  on  the  flrat 
hr.in<h  of, I  he  cane.  Their  Ixirdahlps 
decreed  reclaalon  upon  condition  that 
the  tond  there  In  quootlpn  should  be 
reeonvoyed  to  the  render.  The  only 
obstacle  In  tho  way  of  an  ahsolate 
order  was  a  snggsoUoa  that  the  oom- 
pany  has  ooaood  to  ostot  and  ooald 
not  thsreforo  rsasffroy.  It  was  a 
mere  soggsstlea  not  ralsod  to  the 
courts  below  and  ona  which  Their 
L«rdshlps  said  in  the  eircumstaneea, 
should  not  have  been  made  before 
them,  and  which  in  all  likelihood 
could  be  eaaily  removed.  They,  how- 
ever, thought  It  their  duty  to  take 
notice  of  It  in  Rising  directions  for 
Judgment.  I  cannot  think  that  that 
esse  can  be  relied  upon  in  support  of 
a  ease  .like  the  present  one  where  the 
vendee  has  parted  with  the  toad  and 
whoro  hto  vsndso  has  skaagad  Its 
charaetor  fram  tkal  of  wild  or  farm 
land  to  towaslto  tots,  and  aa  a  eapy 
sequence  Mas  given  another  a  sub- 
stanttol  interest  In  them.  What  was 
ordered  by  the  Judgment  was  not  res- 
titution at  all.  It  wai«  at  most  n  re- 
turn to  the  vendor  of  part  of  the  land, 
inirether  with  consents  that  might 
facilitate  him  in  endeavor  to  reoover 
the  batoneo. 

The  daCsadanta  ky  Uiolr  pleadings 
have  not  spoeHleally  asked  for  dam- 
agea for  the  deceit  practiced  npon 
them  by  the  plaintiff.  Mr  Mayers 
referred  us  on  this  point  to  the 
prayers  in  the  counterclaims  for  an 
acc<ount.  no  doubt  having;  |n  mind  a 
similar  prayer  In  Lindsay  Petroleum 
Company  v«.  Hurd  upon  which  Ilurd 
was.  In  the  event  of  the  company's 
want  of  power  to  reconvey.  ordered 
to  refund  to  the  company  his  eecret 
profits.  No  such  order  Oras  mad* 
agalaat  the  ofkor  dsfoadaat  for  tha 
wiantfsst  rsasoa  that  whito  Hurd  was 
adjudged  to  have  stood  In  a  lldisetory 
retattofwhip  to  tho  eompaay.  tha 
other  defendant  had  not.  The  like 
situation  eviats  here  Mr.  MeOtegor 
wsr<  nn  related  to  the  syndics!*  of 
which  he  was  the  promoter,  but  no 
relief  fuch  as  waa  given  agaln^ 
Hurd  tn  rtolmed  against  the 
defendant  execirtrla.  The  case  of 
l.indsay  Petroleum  Company  vs.  Hurd 
was  tflad  ta  tha  Ontarto  Oeart  of 
Chaaoery  befora  tho  posoteg  of  tho 
Jadtaatare  Act.  aad  wklto  tkota  IP 
no  paayar  for  aaok  rsHsf  hsrsad  tka 
omaikaa  oaa.  yot  tko  otidawas  to  all 
hefore  aa  aad  if  it  is  nsneseary  to 
.^niend  flte  prayer,  which  I  douM.  1 
would  amend  It  to  hietade  a^etonae  for 
damageo  ngnlnst  the  plelntlff  The 
damages  which  ought  to  he  awarded 
Is  the  difference  between  the  real  and 
the  flclltloos  price,  namely  126  p»r 
acre.  In  my  opinion  ih<-  iiidament

He  drew  attention  l>  I  tin  fact 
that  knowledgi  of  the  ni.icl)lne  of 
production  had  far  u-jtatrlpped  trie 
knowMdga  poaacaacd  by  tauma^lty  for 
^ta  aaanMrt  and  aaaatity.  The 
>,  ha  aatd,  underataada  tha  taeh- 
Ma  of  prodaetlon,  bat  fcttowa 
little  or  nothing  of  political  aoonaaey. 

The  speaker  next  quoted  from  a 
newa  Item  in  thitt  day'M  laaue  of  The 
Colonlat,  In  which  Uli  Auckland  Oed- 
dea  uryed  tha  proletariat  to  became 
educated  in  the  art  of  sovemment  to 
enable  them  to  rule  whenever  they 
abould  be  caUed  u|mv>  to  do  so.  A 
ripple  of  laosbtar  ran  tbroush  the 
theatre  wbea  Mr.  PrMehard  Mid  that 
he  and  ^ir  AtWfcland  wdM  ta  avrae> 
ment,  md  added:  "P\>r  the  aame  ad- 
vice I  went  to  jail."  Mr.  Prltchard 
then  proceeded  to  defend  the  policy 
of  the  Boclalist  Party  of  Canada  on 
itfl  educational  actlvltlef. 

The  speaker  held  up  to  ridicule  t/e 
two  old  partiea,  stating  that  It  eras 
bla  opinion  that  they  were  both  out 
to  aerve  American  intereats,  for,  he 
aald:  "A  low  tariff  would  BMan  low 
prleda  and  low  wagaa,  whfla  a  bleb 
tariff  means  hista  prtaaa  aa*  ta  tike 
ratio  so-oalled  bleb  waBM^  b«t  tbe 
poaltlon  of  the  wVrker  <ea»ailoelly 
la  atni  unimproved." 

The  speaker,  next  directed  hla  at- 
tention to  niaturins  Victory  bonda, 
poiatinc  out  that  Interest  and  prin- 
cipal were  both  payable  on  a  vastly 
Impravad  purcbaalnr  power  of  the 
doUar>-«n  hhprovement  which 
amounted  to  li  per  cenL  to  7i  per 
cent.  He  olatmed  that  Me  finances 
of  the  country  could  Hot  be  atratetaed 
aufnetently  and  that  new  ilablUties 
would  be  incurred  to  P*y  the  old 
onea.  Proceedlnr  t<>  a  Murve\  or 
tematlonal  Indebtedneas.  amid  laugh- 
ter he  likened  the  rnited  Btatea  to 
a  corner  crocer.  and  Britain  to  an 
out-of-work  debtor,  who,  owinit.  say. 

raqaeatad  tbe  grooer  to  cancel  the 
aeeouat  to  enable  the  e^t*of-work 
debtor  to  re-eatabliah  hia  Credit. 
Appalling  Inoquallly 
gpeaklns  of  th«'  unHtable  condition 
of  tbe  worker,  Mr.  Prltchard  read 
freoi  an  artiela  by  Stephen  Leaeoek. 
Ptefeaeer  of  Pelltleal  Boonomy.  Mo- 
am  Univeralty:  "We  lira  In  a  world 
of  appalling  knaaaalHy,  which  as  yet 
neither  philanthropy  nor  levlalation 
has  been  able  to  remove.  Th.-  lot  of 
the  workin»man  who  bpRHiM^  day 
labor  at  tht)  ago  of  Kixtff?i  urid  ends 
If  at  the  age  of  aev^nty  who  atartn 
work  every  morning  whll««  the  rest 
•f  >jia  are  siill  In  bed.  who  haa  no 
flaap  after  Jils  lunob  and  no  vacaiton 
l«t^  ta  Klarlda.  la  laeoaaalvably  hard. 
It  ta  a  aobar  Met  that  it  tbaae  of  ue 
«rho  are  doctors,  lawyera  prafMwrs 
and  merchants  were  suddenly  tvans> 
farred  by  some  evil  maclclan  to  tbe 
rank  of  a  working  ntan,  we  should 
feel  much  as  if  we  had  baaa  aant  to 
the  penitentiary." 

The  speaker,  enlarging  upon  the 
words  of  the  professor,  aald  that  Kub- 
jecl  to  iheee  condlttoiin  the  workers 
micht  not  be  conaeloua  of  their  po- 
altlon in  tbe  aame  light  as  voiced  by 
the  learned  prafeaeor,  but  aavartha- 
laas  ttaaaa  vlawa  were  fatly  baraa.put 
by  the  inveotldatloBa  ad  tbe  Canlaila- 
sk>n  on  Industrial  Reldtlons,  Chair- 
man K»wti»<  IV  Walah.  fT.H.A  In  thin 
report,  Mr^  Prltchsrd,  the  com- 

mlasion  rnud<-  known  the  fHct  that 
the  "rich"  2  per  cent  of  the  people 
own  14  per  cent  of  the  wealth.  7*he 
"middle  elaaa"  >f|  pfr  cant  of  tbe 
peoble  own  II  vt  east  af  tha  wealth. 
Tba  **»oer'  M  par  aoM  «d  thd  paafta 
own  C  Mr  OMt  af  OM  iMalkh. 

When  the  working  MlM  taMMMd 
the  speaker,  rf'allae  thdlrllMorto  mis- 
alon  and  Inaugtiralp  a  system  nf  itro- 
duction  for  uno  Instead  of  for  profit, 
BUch  condition  a.<i  outlined  will 
absolutely  changed.  lie  pointed  out, 
too,  that  such  useleaM  farinra  an  wide 
advertising  and  overlapping  sales- 
manablp  costs  would  alao  be  ettait- 
natad,  thua  allowlag  tba  prodMara  to 
tbatr  wealth  to  tha  Mttaai  poa- 
lataat. 

Mr.  PHtchard    clahned    that  the 

workera  ne«>d  not  drnpalr.  He  be- 
lieved that  thry  had  ihr  mui<ol<>  and 
the  hralna  needed,  and  that  if  th^y 
aould  ahak^  themaelvas  th^y  could 
develop  the  neceaaary  po«<>r  of  or- 
ganlaatlon  to  bring  about  the  deal  rag 
end.
